SIR: 

In response to the Office Action mailed on October 6, 2008, applicants elect with 
traverse Group I, claims 10 and 15. As a species applicants elect with traverse N-methyl- 
N-(l -methyl"2-oxO"2-phenethyl)-2-[l -(4'-trifluoromethyibiphenyl"2-carbonyl)piperi 
yl]thiazoIe-4-carboxamide, which is the ninth compound in claim 15 and is disclosed in the 
specification on page 46 as compound number 38. 

The traversal is on the grounds that the patent office has not established that it would 
pose an undue burden to examine the full scope of the claimed invention. 

Applicants remind the Examiner of 37 CFR L141, according to which an applicant is 
entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are written in independent form or 
otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

Additionally, applicants bring the attention of the Examiner to MPEP § 821.04, 
Rejoinder, which states that "if the elected invention is directed to the product and the claims 
directed to the product are subsequently found patentable, process claims [both process of 
making and using] which either depend from or include ail the limitations of the allowable 
product will be re|oined ." If the restriction requirement is maintained at this point, rejoinder 
of non-elected claim 18, which will be rewritten as a method of treatment claim of the therein 
identified indications is respectfully requested at the proper time in accord with the rejoinder 
provisions of the MPEP.
